Tbe sixty or more men who were scat- 
tered around too buildings had no time 
to ovon attempt to escape, aa in what 
seeinod hardly live seconds time the 
•whole structure had fallen in, and was a 
mass ol ruins. Shrieks and groans at 
ouco arose liom ihe imprisoned work- 
men. 
s. A fire alarm soon brought to the spot 
the firemen, who at once began to extri- 
cate tho workmen. A call was also aent 
out whioh brought every ambulance in 
the city to the scene. Tho Vaulist priests 
Irom the Filty-uinth street seminary also 
hurried thither, and were quickly at 
work ministering .to tho wounded and 
dying m«" an they wero brought out. 
Great crowds of people assembled, but a 
cordon of polica kept a space clear for 
the work of the rescuer*. 


The women and calUiren of the families 


ot some ol the mou employed on the 
buildings were iu tha crowd-, and their 
cries and lamentations . added to the 
paiufulness ol the scene.

As fast as they were reached they 
were placed In ambalancex and conveyed 
to one ol the various hospital*, whose 
ambulances w«ra in attendance. 


One ol the men, George Sauerber, was 


ablo to converse at the hospital. He said 
he was working on the top floor. Before 
going to work In the morning ho noticed 
that the foundation of tho building was 
cracked lu many places, and he thought 
it wa» bulging, but did not think there 
was any danger. About three < 'clock, 
•while he was putting in a window-frame, 
on the top door, tho building suddenly 
p.ivo \\iiy to the southward, and he full 
over ugsiinst the wall. Abeam fell ouhii, 
back, and he was carried down with the 
floor, uuablo to make any effort to save 
himself.

Broadway, furnished the material to the 
contractors for the masonry and brick 
work of the buildings. He said: 


"The buildings were begun in Decem- 


ber. 
They were built on a side hill at an

the owner ot the laud to deposit all annual 
vegetable matter, garbage and civic tlkh, and 
have all propoi ty owuors and f [.rallies tho aaino 
rights.' It 80, pleaso notlfy us through our 
city papers; (or suilico to say) what does our 
oity ordinance sayiu regard to tho disposal of 
such' I understand that Just south of the city 
limits there are now the carcasses of six or 
eight dead animals Iu a state of decom- 
poiltiou, near our city water works, and if 
that Is tho place of deposit why uot bury 
such' 
Now it is not my objuot to propose or in 


itruot as to what would be the best mode of 
disposal of such matter. I claim little is being 
done toward a strict sanitary legislation aud 
the abatement of such nuisances.

epidemic will convince Iho people of Dtcatur 
that tho expenditure of money on sanitary 
ineaiures would be money well Invested, and 
help to keep away the scourge of the coun.
